where, or when, I drove the Evo FQ- 
400. But even if the cops (gen- 
darmes, polizia, carabinieri, etc, etc) 
had tried to stop me in a helicopter 
they wouldn’t have had a chance. 

Cars that hit 100mph in just 9.1 
seconds and 150mph on country 
lanes (180mph on big roads) are 
pretty much unstoppable, except 
by a tractor. 

I absolutely loved the description 
of it by Mitsubishi’s sales and mar- 
keting boss Lance Bradley: “This is 
a versatile four-door saloon that can 
out-accelerate supercars costing 
almost 10 times as much.”

It’s a bloody hooligan. It won’t 
chuck eggs at you on Halloween 
night.
